1. Proper care should be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and health of ani- 


mals. 


2. All bulls guaranteed breeders. A bull shall not be allowed to serve when under fourteen 


months of age or be allowed to run with herd when under twenty months of age. 


3. Cows sold with calves by side are considered proven breeders. All other cows and heifers 
sold as a single lot are guaranteed breeders, except calves sold by side of dam as one lot, and 
heifers under sixteen months of age at time of sale.
